Mystery Surrounding the Condition and 
Whereabouts of the Financier—Insanity 
the Only Explanation of the Wild Spec- 
ulation—Maverick Directors Before a 
Grand-Jury—Fallures.

SENSATIONAL OPENING OF LONDON’S 
' LATEST SCANDAL. 


— 


England’s Upper Circles Convulsed— 
American Pork Again Condemned in 
Germany—Condition of Rev. Charles K. 
Spurgeon—Victoria’s Visit to Her 
Nephew—Mayor Grant in Ireland. 


Lonpon, Dec. 1.—In the divorce division of 
Her Majesty’s High Court of Justice, before 
Mr. Justice Bull, there was commenced to- 
day a case which has excited much comment, 
particularly in the higher walks of English 
life. This case is the application of Countess 
Russell for a judicial separation from her 
husband, Earl Russell, the grandson of the 
great Lord John Russell, on the ground of 
cruelty. The troubles between the Earl and 
his wife have been public talk for months 
Past. At one time it was reported that they 
had patched up their differences and agreed 
to live together again nominally as mag and 
wife. But this report turned out to be 
unfounded and, despite the efforts to 
matter out of court, the 
Countess persisted in her determination to 
push her application for a separation, The 
parties to the suit are well known in society 
and the allegations have afforded topics for 
conversation in many places of polite so- 
ciety. 

John Francig Stanley Russell, Earl Russell 
and Viscount Amberly,was born Aug. 12, 1865, 
and is therefore only about 26 years old. He 
succeeded to the Earidom on the death of his 
grandfather, John, the first Earl Russell. On 
Feb. 6, 1890, the Earl married Mabel, daughter 
of the late Sir Claude Scott, anda very short 
time afterward the wife left her husband, al- 
leging that he was cruel to her. 

While the Eurl was at college at Oxford he 
was noted for his eccentric theological and 
political views and after his marriage his 
actions were such that the Countess believed 
him to be insane and was in fear of his life. 
It is alleged that he compelled her to submit 
to indignities of a peculiarly horrible nature, 
and for which upon conviction in a crimfnal 
court the minimum punishment is seven 
years’ imprisonment. The evidence for the 
petitioner was said to be of such character 
that it was believed the case would be heard 
in comera, but the proceedings to-day were 
in open court. 

The Earl denies each and every one of the 
allegations made by his wife and claims that 
the whole trouble is due to his mother-in-law. 

The court-room was crowded with a large 
number of persons, who listened with close 
attention to the proceedings, The Countess, 
accompanied by her mother and sister, was 
present. She and her relatives occupied 
seats in the back part of the court- 
room, seeming to desire to escape from the 
observation of the crowd, but they listened 
eagerly to Sir Edward Clarke as he eloquent- 
ly set forth tothe Court the wrongs of his 
client, 

Sir Charles Russell appeared for the Earl 
and Sir Edward Clark, the Solicitor-General, 
represented the Countess. 

The petition of the Countess states that 
from the time she Was married in Feb., 1890, 
until she left him, Earl Russell habitually 
treated her with great harshness and cruelty 
terrifying herandinjuring her health. The 
Earl compelled her to remain until 2 or3 
o’clock in the morning doing his accounts. 
When she was unable tocomplete them he 


called her a useless, uneducated woman and 
n ungrateful devil. He also threatened her 
‘harevolver. Not content with abusing 

| insulting her in the privacy of their 
partments, he acted towards her in such a 


| way thatshe was humiliated before his ser- 


vants. 

Sir Edward Clark for the petitioner, in 
opening the case to-day said that the parties 
to the suit had lived together only four 
months, owing tothe conduct of the Earl. 
Afterwards the Countess was induced to re- 
turn to her husband and resume their former 
marital relations. Thiscontinued buta short 
time, however, when the Countess found the 
Earl’s actions intolerable and they again 
separated. After this last separation the Earl 
wrote affectionately to the Countess, and 
implored her to return to him. The Countess 
was persuaded against her better judgment, 
and. returned to her/husband./But his affection- 
ate treatment of her was of short duration. 
He again used personal violence against her, 
and made her fe  miserabie. Once 
he drove her from bed and she fainted upon 
the floor. Whenshe came to, she dragged 
herselftothe room of her nurse and spent 
the remainder of the night there. The Earl 
sought her in this room, but she threatened 
to throw herself from the window if he en- 
tered and by this threat she was enabied to 
avoid him. Prior tothe separation the mat- 
ter of the Countess’ sipport was talked over 
and the Earl agreed to allow her £80a month 
for her expenses. Thisagreement the Earl 
violated. He pald the first monthly allow- 
ance, but after that the Countess received 
nothing from him except checks for the 
amount promised, which checks when pre- 
sented at the bank were returned dishon- 
ored. .

A Hotel - Keeper Kills His Wife and 
Then Commits Suieide. 


MASKED ROBBERS BIND AND GAG AN 
OHIO FAMILY. 


Lynching Party Overawed at Indian- 
apolis — Persistent Incendiarism at 
Rutland, Vt.—Stacy Gets Six Years 
for Murder at Jacksonville, Ill —The 
Day’s Record of Crime. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec, 1.—A_ horrible 


double tragedy was enacted at Hotel War- 
wick last evening or early this morning. 


George E. Barr, proprietor of Hotel Warwick, 


was found dead the floor of 
the sitting room on the gecond floor 
andina chair close by lay the dead body of 
his wife. Both were shot, and the weapon 
with which the deed was accomplished lay 
on the floor under a chair and near 
Mr. Barr’s right side. The supposition 
is that Mr. Barr shot his wife and then killed 
himself. Both appear to have died instantly. 
The scene in the room is a terrible 
one, Mrs. Barr is sitting in a 
large easy chair. She is fully 
dressed ina handsome costume. Her hat is 
on her head and she wears her street cos- 
tume. Her gioves are tightly held in her 
hand. The bullet entered the face ap- 
parently near the mouth, but at this 
writing the bodles have not been carefully 
examined as Medical Examiner Beck was out 
of the city when tne tragedy became 
known. Everything indicates that Barr 
shot his wife as she sat in the 
chair and then took his own life. Some who 
heard of the affair were inclined to the theory 
of doubie suicide, but thatis notthe opinion 
of the officers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Barr occu pied a sulte of three 
rooms, the sitting roomin which the crime 
was committed, a large bedroom and a small 
room, Some of the people in the hotel 
said they heard unusual noises in 
the Barr apartment during the night, 
but nothing was known till this morning. 
Mrs. Barr before marriage was Miss May 
Ashley and was the daughter of Mrs. A. C. 
Annabel. A sister of Mrs. Barr is the wife of 
J. H. Folds, Jr., of Boston, formerly of this 
city. 


A MOB BAFFLED, 


FRUITLESS ATTEMPT TO LYNCH AN INDIAN- 
APOLIS PRISONER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 1.—When Charles 
Bishow, a worthless dissolvte character, 
whose career has been almost continuously 
one of crime, was arraigned in the police court 
yesterday on a charge of outraging little 
Blanche Staten. He pleaded gullty in a non- 


chalant sort of way, and also acknowledged 
to the officers that about a year ago he had 
outraged Daisy Wright, a child but 5 years 
old, a crime that caused great excitement at 
the time, 1 f as her assailant was 
neither arrested nor known. His last crime 
of this kind was committed last Saturday, 
rl, aged 7, 
from the company of her brother by threats, 
forced her to go into a freight car with him 
and there committed the indignities from 
which the child will not soon recover. 

About 11 o’clock last night a mob of 100 
men, rly organized and under no disci- 
pline or leadership, went tothe County Jail 
and broke open the outer door with a crow- 
bar. The first of the iron doors leading into 
the cell-room was also forced, and then but 
one door remained between Bishow and 
death. The Sheriff and his assistant, who 
were alone in the jail, managed to hide the 
keys. The mob was so badly organized and 
worked so slowly that before they could get 
to the man whose life they sought a gen- 
eral alarm had been given and the 
city police began to arrive at the jail. Fi 
nally one of the leaders secured the keys, but 
was prevented from enteringthe prisoner’s 
cell through fear of being locked in by the 
great door. The police finally arrivedin suf- 
ficient numbers to completely overawe the 
mob and they gradually dispersed. It seems 
that two separate crowds had been organized 
to meet at the jail and hang Bishow at the 
filven time, but on accountofa misunder- 
standing, one failed toarrive and the other 
was disconcerted by their absence. This 
morning Bishow was sentenced to twenty- 
one years in the penitentiary. The jury was 
out twenty-one.minutes.

Six Men Hold Up the Frisoo 


Night Express Train. 


The Door of the Express Car Blown 


Open. 


THE DARING ROBBERS SECURE OVER 


$20,000 FROM THE SAFE. 


Express Agent Mulrenan Dangerously 
Injured by the Explosion—The Rob- 
bers Fire a Large Number of Shots 
Into the Train and Frighten the Pas- 
sengers Badly—They Did Not At- 
tempt, However, to Rob Them. 


A bold and successful train robbery took 
place on the St. Louis & San Fraficisco road 
at Glendale, about twenty miles out from the 
city, shortly before 10 o’clock last night. The 
robbers had their plans well laid, and they 
escaped with money and valuables to 
the amount of about $20,000. The 
Adams Express (9, was the victim, 
and from the manner in which the robbers 
worked it was evident that their plan was to 
make a clean sweep of the express car. They 
used dynamite to get into the caranain get- 
ting into the safe they found it necessary to 
use force on Messenger Mulrenen, who had 
charge of the coach. After securing the con- 
tents of the safe and the messenger’s gold 


watch, the robbers took to the 
bluffs in the neighberhood of 
Glendale Station. The news of the 


robbery was speedily flashed tothe city and 
detectives put on the trail of the robbers 
without delay. Though they remained out 
all nightand covered considerable territory 
they hadaccomplished nothing when morn- 
ing came. 

REPORT TO MANAGER MORRILL. 

A partial report of the robbery was made 
shortly after i00’clock this morning to Gen- 
eral Manager Morrill of the Frisco system. It 
was fromthe department of General Super- 
intendent Wentworth and read as follows: 

„As near as we can get at the facts there 
were six men engaged in the roboery. Four 
of them boarded the train at Old Orchard, 
twoclimbing on the front platform of the 
postalcar and two between the postal and 
baggagecars. The two on the front climbed 
over the water tank and tender and present 
ed revolvers to the heads of the engineer and 


fireman. They ordered the train 
stopped about twenty car lengths 
east of the overhead bridge at Glendale, 


where they were met by the other two rob- 
bers. While Engineer Wagner and Fireman 
Daley were held secure the other robbers 
exploded sticks of giant powder against the 
express car or, and entering, compelled 
the messengef to open the safe. All the time 
they kept up a constant fusillade to keep the 
passengers and trainmen in the cars. En- 
gineer Wagner was in charge of the 
locomotive and Conductor Douthett had 
the train. It is reported that 
a brakeman and one of the porters took to 
the woods. The robbers took everything of 
value inthe safe. Two detectives went to 
the scene at 11:45 p. m. and found a quantity 
of cartridges and three sticks of giant pow- 
der near the track. 

Another report to Manager Morrill gave 
a partial description of the robbers who 
climbed over the tender to the locomotive 
cab. One was a young man with a light 
mustache and looked and acted like a 
railroad man. He gave the fireman to un- 
derstand that he would get hurt if he at- 
tempted to fire up or blowoffsteam, The 
other had dark features and wore a sinister 
expression. Both men wore light weight 
overcoats closely buttoned. 

REPORTS TO THE ADAMS EXPRESS. 

The first reports received at the Adams Ex- 
press office this morning were similar 
to those sent to Manager Morrill. They 
all agreed that four of the robbers got on the 
train at Old Orchard and two at the Glendale 
Bridge. The entrance to the express car 
was made by exploding a stick of dynamite 
against the door. It was this explosion that 
ot ag the messenger, J. F. Muirenen, Once 
nside they had no trouble forcing the 
wounded messenger to surrender the keys 
and valuables of the company. 

After looking over 
Manager M. II. Damsel estimated the 
express company’s loss was in the neigh- 
bor hood of 52 . Atelegram was recetved 
by Mr. Damsel from North Springfleld, Mo., 
this morning stating that Messenger Mulre- 
hen was seriously hurt and could not come 
to this eity to make a report. He has been in 
the employ of the Adams company for the 
pasttwo years and had the route between 
this city and Monett. From all accounts no- 
body was injured aside from the messenger, 
though the robbers amused themselves firing 
through the windows of the smoking car. 
Reports state that they fired not less than 
fourteen shots. ; 

MANAGER DAMSEL INVESTIGATING. 

Manager Damsel of the express company 
was seen at his office at Broadway and Oiive 
street after he had been in consultation with

the case, In reply to a question 
he @said: od am trying hard to 


learn some new facts and by nightl expect 
to know a good deal more than Ido now, | 
know that our car on the Frisco express was 
held up out here at Glendale last night and 
our safe pillaged of its valuable 
contents. I cannot say now much 
it contained, There were packages 
then from New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and other Eastern cities besides the local 
express matter. To know exactly how much 
was taken I would have to see the way-bilis. 
We do not always examine the bills that 
come here with the pouches from the East. 
We simply receipt for them and 
deliver them. Just how much money and 
other valuables were in that safe is more than 
icantell until Ihear from our messengef 
and see the waybills, which were in the same 
fale. They have, I suppose, been carried 
away or destroyed by the robbers,’’

THE FOTHERINGHAM ROBBERY. 


IT WAS THE SAME TRAIN THAT Aix CUMMINGS’’ 
ROBBED FIVE YEARS AGO. 

The train which was robbed last night is 

the same one that Wittrock, Weaver and 

Haight plundered in October, 1886. It was the 


No. 3, Known as the California and Colorado 
express. 

Before leaving the Union Depot Messenger 
Fotheringham took aboard another man who 
had presented what N to be a writ- 
ten order from Mr. Barrett, route agent of 
the Adams Express Co., to the effect that the 
bearer was to be admitted to the car. 
Wittrock suddenly pulled arevolver on Foth- 
eringham when the train was between Mer. 
amec station and Mincke’s station and then 
tied and gagged him. After plundering the 
safe of nearly $100,000 Wittrock quletly left 


the car and the robbery was not 
discovered until the train reached 
The 


sprinkle, fifty-two miles from the city. 

detectives were thrown off the track ior sev- 
eral weeks by letters written by Wittrock 
under the name of Jim Cummings, but atthe 
end ot a couple of month$ Wittrock and two 
of his pals named Weaver and Haicht 
were Captured in Chicago. They all pled 
gullty and were sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. Weaver and Haight have served out 
their terms, but Wittrock is still at Jefferson 
City, having received the longest sentence— 
seven years. The express company arrested 
Fotheringham and the messenger afterwards 
obtained damages against them. 


MR. JOHN G. CHANDLER’S EXPERIENCE. 


481. LOUIS LAWYER GIVES AN ACCOUNT OF THE 
ATTACK ON THE TRAIN, 


Mr. John G, Chandler, a lawyer having an 
office in the Turner Building in this city, and 
residing at Oak Ridge Station, on the Frisco, 
was a passenger on the robbed train last 
night with his wife. Mr. Chandler was seen 


this morning by a Post-DisPatcn reporter 
and saki: 

It was about 9:35 o’clOck when the train 
stopped. It was the through train to San 
Francisco, leaving the Union Depot at 8:25 
but had been detainea for orders at Chouteau 
avenue and was late. The pofht at which the 
train was stopped was, I should say, about 
400 yards east of Glendale Station and about 
100 yards east of a road bridge that crosses 
the Frisco track. It was ina cut and there 
was a heavy skirting of trees on both sides of 
the track at that point. The last Station at 
which we had stopped was Old Orchard, 1 
wasin the car just back of the smoking 
car with my wife, and thought 
at first that the train was slowing up for the 
crossing at which we get off. But just as the

Nobody moved as I entered the smoker. I 
went outside onthe platform. AsI did so I 
heard a very heavy explosion and saw a flash 
of light run back under the train from 
the mail car. I then felt sure that 
the train was being held up and that the 
robbers were using dynamite onthe express 
or mail safe. Conductor Dauthitt passed 
through the train and asked him what was 
the matter. He did not know, but told me 
I had better get behind a seat or I might 
catcha buliet. The engineer and fireman 
came back from the engine hurriedly, appar- 
ently acting under orders, and sat inthe 
smoker. I was told that there were 
three men on the cab, the two 
already spoken of and the fireman of the 
Pacific accommodation, which had met with 
an accident. I was also told that just before 
they reached the cut where the 
train was stopped two men suddenly 
appeared in the cab and, with drawn re- 
volvers, ordered the engineer to stop the 
train. It was thought that these two men 
must have got on between the tender 
and the Mal! car at Old Or- 
chard, and that the main body 
of the robbers lay in ambush at the cut walt- 
ing for them to have the train stopped there 
andl was also told that a ree n 
back to flag a freight train had been fire@ at, 
as had also the porter of the sleeper. I do 


| not believe this, as all the fring I heard was

art of the train. The flash of 
light which I saw under the train when 1 
heard the last explosion made me think 
that a hole must have been 
blown through the bottom of the 
mall car. I did not see one of the robbers. 
Indeed, I couldn't see what was going on 
ahead of the smoker, as I did not have that 
car. None of the passengers went 
forward. I was told that one man 
who went on the front platform of the 
smoker hada pistol put to his head and was 
ordered back. When I went back intothe 
car where my wife was 1 told the passen- 
gers the train was held 
up, they had any valuables 
they had better hide them at once, which 
they did, but no robbers appeared on that 
car. The train was stopped in the cut for 
about twenty minutes. I got off about three- 
quarters of a mile beyond that point, 
at the crossing near my house, 
and did not have time to learn any of the 
particulars of what took place in the forward 
end of the train, what was taken, who was 
hurt or apything about the actual robbery. 
The explosions I spoke of were 
very distinct. Mr. Joseph Franklin of the 
Wm. Barr Dry Goods Co., who lives a few 
hundred yards northeast of the cut where the 
robbery took place, told me that he heard the 
reports of the explosion very plainly.’’ 


THE CONDUCTOR’S STATEMENT, 


NO ATTACK WAS MADE ON THE EXPRESS CAR UN- 
TIL THE TRAIN STOPPED. 
According to the statement of Couductor 
James Douthett to Supt. Damsel the attack 
on the express car was not made until the 
two robbers had brought the train to a stand- 


still in the cut by covering the engineer and 
fireman with their revolvers. Then the 
firing from the embankment began. At the 
same time a demand was made of Messenger 
J. T. Mulrenan to openthe door. He re- 
fused and without further parley the robbers 
placed a dynamite cartridge in a crevice of 
the door or underitand touched the fuse. 
The east end of the car was aimost blown off, 
and Mulrenan surrendered. The con- 
ductor says the porter and brakemen 
jumped from the train the moment the firin 
began and ran forthe woods. They returned 
when the firing ceased, and got on the train 
again when it stopped at Glendale. The train 
was delayed only fifteen minutes. 


SCENE OF THE ROBBERY. 


THE EXPLOSION AND FIRING TERRIFIED EVERY 
ONE IN THE VILLAGE. 

The scene of the robbery is a lonely spot, 
midway between Shady Side and Glendale 
small stations on the ’Frisco road. At neither 
station is an agent employed and the station.

When the explosion oecurred and the shoot- 
ing began,he thought it just as well to stay in 
doors. The Nortons were away from home. 
The explosion was heard by Mr. Leturner 
who lives at Glendale station, halfa mile 
below. He thought it a blast. 

The train proceeded on its way, and 
the injured express messenger was 
laid on the floor in his wrecked car, 
medical aid was summoned by telegraph 
and Dr. Johnson boarded the train at Ral- 
eigh and went toNewburgh. He bandaged 
the wounds and pronounced them serious, 
but not § fatal. He found that a 
hole had been torn inthe messenger's 
right leg, through the calf, the wound being 
caused by a flying splinter. There was a bad 
bruise on the hip. The wounded man was 
sent on to his home atthe end ofthe run. 
When appealed to by the express officials for 
a connected story, he was too badly demoral- 
ized to give an intelligent statement. 
Among the debris atthe sideofthe track 
was fragments ofa green quart bottle, which 
had evidently contained the explosive. 

Messrs Martenand Fench of the express 
company and Dectives Frisse and 
Kellly of the Central office visited 
the scene and concocted various theories. 
The report of the robbery was not received 
atthe express company’s office until 10:30 
last night. By that time the robbers were 
well on their way toward this city, itis sup- 
posed.

Raw Materials Necessary in Manufactures 
to Be Admitted Free—Branch National 
Banks to Be Closed— The Comptroller's 
Decision—News and Notes From the 
National Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. V., Dec. 1.—A resolution 
relative to legislation for the reduction of 
customs duties will be offered in the House of 
Representatives atthe opening of the ses- 
sion of Congress by William J. Coombs of 
Brooklyn, the representative for the Third 
District. The Committee of Ways and Means 
are directed to prepare and present for the 
consideration of this House a bill for the col- 
lection of revenue and other purposes sub- 
stantially upon the basts and principle of the 
following: Schedule A—To be composed of ar- 
ticles free of “r* including all raw ma- 


terials ne- manufacture of 
goods. §& omposed of arti- 
cles v o, Should not pay 


a duty ea. i cent. Schedule C— 
To be compr seu cles, principally wine, 
spirits, tobacco, Cigars and cigarettes, and 
upon whicha duty must be charged suffi- 
clent at least to protect manufacturers who 
pay a tax under our internal revenue laws. 
Also, of a few well defined articles 
of luxury, which will bear a rate of at 
least 40 per cent ad valorem. Schedule D— 
To be known as the schedule for the protec- 
tion of labor and which shall be made up 
from time to time inthe manner hereinafter 
specified. All articles not covered by the 
preceding lists shall be grouped and known 
as “‘unspecified,’’ and shall have a uniform 
rate of ad valorem as provided hereafter. 
The bill shall also provide that as soon as 
Congress shall

ernment for the current year, it shall submit 
areportto the same, deducting therefrom 
the following items: A—Sprplus remaining 
over from preceding year.

„the general welfare clause“ so as to in- 
elude the promotion of private enterprises 
by bounties or subsidies. If Congress 
thinks a public purpose will be subserved 
by levying a tax to make the masses poorer 
and certain rich men richer, Congress is 
authorized by the Constitution to levy that 
tax, and may levy it so that it will yieldno 
revenue and operate only as an indirect 
bounty, or may pay the bounty directly to 
individuals out of the proceeds of other 
revenue taxes. . 

According to this official theory every 
tax levied and every appropriation voted 
by Congress is to promote the general wel- 
fare, and is the exercise of a discretion 
which cannot be questioned by the 
Supreme Court. Any Congress may levy 
taxes for the benefit of unprofitable enter- 
prises or lavish bounties upon them, when- 
ever they can elect a majority of Congress- 
men to demand such gifts for them, and 
the beneficiaries of such aids acquire a 
vested right to them. Whether these 
bounties shall be paid to manufacturers in 
cities, to the owners of unprofitable sugar 
plantations, fruit farms, grain farms or 
stock ranches, is simply a question of 
which is strong enough to reach out and 
get the money, and the payment must be 
continued as a vested right so long as the 
receivers are unable to prosper without it. 
li the will of the majority is the only 
bar to the collection of taxes and the ap- 
propriation of the proceeds, our Federal 
Government isthe most omnipotent engine 
yet devised by the wit of man for the pros- 
ecution of social experiments. If it can 
take the money of the poor and give it to 
the rich, it can of course, when the tables 
are turned, take the money of the rich and 
give it to the poor.

The children’s jubilee service in honor of 
His Grace was held in the Grand Music Hall 
of the Exposition Building. But its spirit 
seemed to pervade the entire city, be- 
cause practically the city has been 
given over to the children to-day, and they 
have Invested it since early morning with all 
the freshness and purity of child-life abroad 
on the streets in holiday guise. 
From churches, from schools, from orphan 
and biind asylums, from convents and from 
many charitable institutions of the Church 
they came, the children. They had gathered 
at all those rallying points early in the day, 
before S o’clock, and by that hour they were 
marching cn the Exposition thousands 
strong. It wasan army marshaled by sweet- 
faced and low- voiced sisters in their robes of 
‘black and hoods of white, and by parish 
priests, under whose ministrations the chil- 
dren's ‘‘army of peace’’ had received its 


training. The city streets were alive with 
children, bright with banners, musical with 
youthful voices.

The 
suburbs and the suburban villages furnished 
their quota also. In divisions, in parishes, 
in schools, they trooped toward the great 
Exposition Bullding. 

Years from now, grown people in St. Louis 
will be telling their children how they, when 
they were children, took part in the famous 
children’s jubilee service in honor of the be 
loved Archbishop Kenrick. 

Atthe Exposition building long before 9 
o’ciock, the hour set for the opening of the 
children’s jubilee, the scene was one of 
beauty and animation. The vast Music Hall, 
elaborately decorated, was ready for the 
children and they were already arriving. 
The great stage atthe northern end ofthe 
hall had been transformed into a rising tier 


of seats, capable of accommodating hun- 
dreds, and above it and at 
either side the papal and national 


colors fluttered gaily. In the exact central 
front of this arrangement of the stage were 
the three great chairs of state prepared for 
and awaiting His Grace of St. Louls and His 
Eminence the Cardinal, should the latter at- 
tend, or the favored prelates who might ac- 
company the jubilarian from the archi- 
episcopal residence.

THE CHILDREN SEATED. 

Then, it was bright with fully five thousand 
boys and girls dressed in holiday attire, 
wearing sashes of papal yellow, or of red or 
purple, each school, parish or institution 
carrying its distinctive banner and every 
child in every division bearing a small 
national flag, the latter being waved in con- 
cert with the various musical selections and 
producing a bewilderingly dazzling effect. 
As the children arrived they were shown to 
their proper places without confusion, ac- 
cording to pre-arranged plans, and when 
seated, filling the great halland the gallery 
to overflowing, the assemblage was in the 
following order, the English parishes on the 
right and the Germans on the left:

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» Miners Will Resist the Re- 
turn of the Convicts. 
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oY. BUCHANAN ENLIsTING MEN TO 
GUARD THE STOCKADEs. 


Renewal of Hostilities Expected When 
the Prisoners Are Again Set to Work— 
Negroes Driven Out by the Whites— 
Bloodshed a Certainty— Railroad Strike 
Probable in Texas—Labor News. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 1.—If all signs do 
not tall the convicts whom the Governor has 
determined shall be returned tothe mines in 
this county will meet with a warm reception. 
Not only do the mountaineers oppose the re- 
turn of the convicts, but they have beguna 
war on the free negroes now in the district. 

Information has just reached here ofa re- 
newal of the reign of terror which swept over 
Oliver Springs a few weeks ago, It 
began last Friday night when some 
of the free miners, fired with liquor, 
shouldered their Winchesters and marched 
on the houses where the negro miners were 


living. It will be remembered that when the 
convicts were turned loose the Cumberland 
Mining Co.,. through its President, Capt. 
Renfro of Atlanta, announced it would em- 


ploy free labor immediately and every miner, 
white or colored, Who could be had was put 
to work. Things moved peaceably until 
rriday, when the white miners determined 
to run off the negroes. They attacked their 
houses, firing hundreds of shots, and gave 
the negroes notice that if they did not leave 
within twenty-four hours all would be Killed. 
A number of negroes fled. Others, more 
‘pold, called on the President of the company 
for protection. He secured the names of ten 
of the leaders of the mob and took out war- 
rants for thelr arrest. 

The men fled to the mountains, though the 
officers succeeded in capturing two. Thelr 
trials were postponed and Saturday all the 
white miners struck because thelr demand 
that the warrants against the ten men be 
dismisged was refused. The miners are how 
idle. Monday evening the President of the 
company said.that there was more than 
enough work for both colored and white 
men. He says the men were kept separate 
and that there was no occasion for the attack 
on the colored miners. Further, he says he 
had work for at least 100 men more than he 
could get. 

His company is much chagrined at the act 
of the men, when it had announced its inten- 
nothing more to do with con- 
viets. It is now probable that convicts will 
be taken. The men whose names the com- 
pany have as engaged in the riot will be 
prosecuted to the bitter end. The negroes 
bad a marvelous escape from bullets, which 
went entirely through theircabins. | 

There was a meeting to-day inthe Gov- 
ernor’s office at Nashville regarding the con- 
vict trouble. Besides the Governor and the 
three Prison Inspectors, the lreasurer, See 
retary of State, Comptroller, Superintendent 
of Prisons and Warden were present. The 
status of affairs was discussed! and the super 
intendent authorized to employ 100 men at 
Briceville and 100 men at Coal Creek for 
guard duty, could that many be secured. 
Nothing was done in regard to Oliver Springs, 
but the same number will probably be al- 
Jowed there, It is pretty certain that it Is the 
Governor’s intention to create a miMfla 
guard of at least seventy-five menat each 
stockade. As soon as the stockades are fin- 
ished, the recaptured convicts will be 
marched into them against whatever oppo- 
sition may be offered. Their capture has 
already cost the State $9,699.11.

It is stated in dispatches from Nashville 
that a body of men will be enlisted as miltia- 
men forthe special service of guarding the 
convicts. Just when they will be returned to 
the mines is not stated, but it will not be 
long delayed. Of one thing, however, there 
is no doubt. The miners will not submit to 
the re-establishment of the old order without 
a struggle to prevent it. 

They are not likely to divulge their plans, 
but will not be deterred from carrying them 
out by the presence of a few mitillamen.

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The employers have given 
notice to the Welsh miners that their present 
contracts will cease at the end of this month, 
and if work isto be continued beyond that 
time a material reduction in wages will have 
totake place.

TIONS TENDERED HIM. 

At the banquet in honor of the Archbishop 
yesterday, in addition to the welcoming ad- 
dress by Vicar-General Brady and the ad- 
dresses made by Cardinal Gibbons and Father 
Grimmelsman, which appeared in the PoOSsT- 


DIsPaTcH last eveaing, Archbishop Kenrick 
made (somewhat unexpectedly) a few re- 
marks; and addresses were made by Arch- 
bishop J. Corrigan and Bishops Janssen and 
Hennessy. 
THE ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

Archbishop Kenrick was deeply moved by 
Vicar General Brady's welcoming speech. 
To the great surprise of the guests he arose 
and said: 

beg leave to assure you that nothing but the 
request of His Eminence of Baltimore could induce 
me to address you in preference to him in the order 
of time, cOnsequently, what I may have to say must 
not be taken as a rep i or asa response, rather, to 
anything which may fall from his lips. With all the 
deep reverence which we have for the sacred office, 
and with all our devotedness tothe sacred cause in 
which we are concerned, we must not forget that we 
have to consult for the interests of the future,as well 
as those here present, and that the surest and most 
efficacious means of securing these interests and pro- 
moting the interests which they represent will be to 
take for our guidance the Holy League—the holy ex- 
ample which is set to us in the higher elements 


of the  Cnristian hierarchy. Consequent- 
ly, drethern in thanking you for your 
expressions ef kindness me, and with 


a deep sense of the obligation ich I owe to you ror 
it, I have to refer you to the address which 
you have heard, and which his Eminence of Balti- 
more is prepared to give you in supplement of the 
addresas that you might have expected of me incor- 
respondence with the words of the Rev. Father 
Brady. [{Applause.)

to plant trees near houses. le the prin- 
ciple of thisisinthe mair correct, the ar- 
rangement by which it iss ught to cover this 
is often faulty. Colladon cites an Instance, 
which is illustrated in Fig re2. Close by the 
side of a shed stood a very hardy, vigorous 
poplar; on the other side of the bullding 
was a rather deep ditch filed with 
muddy water. During a thunder storm 
which passed over the farm lightning struck 
the tree, glanced off at a point about the 
heignt of the roof and ae ye the path 
marked (b) along the topo the roof and the 
side of the house nextto the ditch in order 
toreach the latter. Now, had the poplar 
been standing by the side of the ditch the 
bolt would not have described a broken path. 
As it was, the roof caught fre 
where it came in contact with the 
current, and house and contents were de- 


stroyed. In order to provide fora safe con- 
ductor of the current colladon recommends 
that all such ‘‘danger-poplars’’ be surround- 
ed with an iron fence, which latter is con- 
nected with the ditch water. Such a tree 
would, tndeed, make a good lightning-rod. 

Next to the poplar the oak is the tree most 
exposed to the effects of lightning, but the 
marks left behind differ eatly from 
those of the poplar. As in the other 
case there are conformities to the gen- 
eral law. Oaks spread out at the top and the 
branches shoot up vigorously to the highest 
point. While the top ofthe poplar that has 
been struck by lightning remains hale and 
keeps on growing, the injured branch of the 
oak dies very soon. The rent begins 
away up near the top, running to the 
ground spiral fashion exposing the wood all 
the way from 10 to 12 inches, and often more. 
About the center of the course appears a cap 
about 42-inch deep, which runs parallel with

ELECTRICAL F PYROTECHNICS. 


sent In a car of Cattle 


— 


A Remarkable Exhibition of a 40,000 
Volt Current. 
From Electricity. 


It is almost impossible to convey by words 
any idea of the visible phenomena accom- 
panying the efforts of a 40,000-volt current to 
bridge an open space, but we willattempt a 
description of what we saw one evening last 
week. Uponatable there was fixed an elec- 
trode, some three inches in diameter, 
connected to one terminal of a transformer. 
Over it there was mounted a large sheet 
of glass three milHmetres thick, and 
above the glass there was a second 
electrode terminating in a sharp point, 
the distance between the electrodes being 3 
centimetres. Whenthe crrrent was turned 
onto the primary coil of the transformer 
there first appeared a purple haze at the up- 
per electrode, streaming towardthe glass; 
as the current increased this haze grew in 
fullness and definition, and began to throw 
out feelers which darted outwards, and as 
quickly withdrew. As the electromotive 
force augmented still further these 
feelers gathered. power until they 
beat themselves violently on the glass, 
as if they would force them- 
selves through it in their mad desire to reach 
the other electrode. The whole space below 
the pointed conductor became alive with 
them, and exhibited a mass of leaping, 
crackling threads of purple fire, which 
writhbed and twisted in impotent attempts to 
burst through the barrier, and failing that, 
spread themselves along its surface endeav- 
oring to rush over its edges, and so reach 


their goal by a circuitous route. But 
this was beyond their strength un- 
the electromotive force approached 
45,000 volts, when suddenly the 


entire appearance was changed. The cur- 
rent overleapt the enges of eo and 
flowed completely round it in all directions. 
At that moment the intense purple color of 
the spark disappearéd, and was replaced by 
white light. of the see brilliancy, 
which surged and scintilated in a way that 
produced acute fatigue of the eyes in an ex- 
traordinarily short time. Although steadier 
than before, the discharge still kept up its 
spark-ltke character, enfolding the glass 
plate in gleaming coruscgations, which glis- 
tened and flashed until’the spectators were 
fain to turn away their bedazzied gaze. 

A change in the arrangement was then 
made. The upper pointed electrode was re- 
placed by a brass disc three inches in diame- 
ter. This was laid over the surface of the 
glass plate with three very thin washers of 
vulcanite intervening between thetwo. The 
current was then turned on, in the same 
gradual manner as before. The space be- 
tween the two dises immediately filed with 


purple light, which had sufficient — 
in it to recall the flame of 
Bunsen burner, spread out under che 


Sparks then began to 
appear at the edges, and, as they gathered 
strength, to radiate a little beyond them. 
Gradually they became streamers stretchin 
out along the surface of the plate, in curve 
fanciful forms, which twined and twisted 
and weaved themselves into a glistening 
fillagree, compared by an imaginative 
spectator to an agonized Japanese chry- 
santhemum. is experiment had not 
the brilliant refulgence of the one that 
preceded it, but was characterized by a quiv- 
ering irradiation which writhed and tossed 
like a bird beating itself at the bars of its 
cage. In spite of its less formidable appear- 
ance, however, it proved destructive to 8 
glass, which presently flew in pieces wi 
crash. Several sheets were tried ins .

gHE COUNTESS TESTIFIES TO HER Rus. 
BAND’S BRUTAL CONDUCT. 


De Giers’ Mission One of Peace—Dom 
Pedro Seriously Il at Paris—Balfour 
Favors Local Government for Ireland 
Under Certain Restrictions—Premiar 

Mercier Declares He Has Been Libeled. 


Loxpon, Dec. 2.— The proceedings in the 
guit of Countess Russell for separation from 
Earl Russell was begun in court to-day. 
There was a large crowd present, but not so 
many ladies as expected, the testimony 
having been of a revolting nature. She 
stated that her separation from her 
husband had been regarded by her as only 
temporary. It came about on the advice of 
a physician on account of her health, caused 
by the Earl’s brutal treatment. Financial 
considerations were not the only obstacles to 
a making up with the Earl. still it was true, 
as she stated, that to avoid publicity she 
was willing to withdraw her suit if a proper 
allowance were made. In her testimony she 
farther stated that the Earl had taunted her 
with the fact that he had paid for her under- 
clothing. She had repald the money to him 
afterwards. 

Mr. Codson was the next witness. He tes- 
tified that he had attended the Countess, and 
at certain periods she was subject to hys- 
teria. Atsuch periods she might magnify 
small matters into important ones. Mrs. 
Dftk, the Countess’ maid, testified confirm- 
ing the evidence given by the Countess as to 
the Earl’s cruelty toanimals and his abuse 
of his wife. Hehad threatened to chastise 
her, and had in fact, harshly handled her, 

Mrs. Vale, who had acted as nurse to the 
Countess, testified thatshe has known the 
Countess to be thrown naked from bed by 
the Earl. She had carried her from the floor 
to an adjoining room and brought her back 
to consciousness. 


GERMAN Y’S NAVY. 
AXD EXTENT OF HER FIGRTING 
STRENGTH ON WATER. 


BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The German navy estl- 
mates for 1892-’93 provide for an increase of 
men in the service, which will eventually 
more than double its effective strength. The 
present war strength of the German navy, 
leaving the marines out of the question, is 
18,000 men, and provision is now being made 
for an annual increase, taking effect from 
April 1, 1892, of 2,218 men, which, on the basis 
of twelve years’ service, will gradually 
effect the increase to 20,000 men. Provision is 
likewise made in the estimate for 1,800 officers f 
—deck officers, chief mates and mates—while f 
the torpedo corps will be strengthened by the 
addition of 750 men. , 

These additions will be gradual, beginning 
on the Ist of April, 1892. 

It was impossible for the naval experts of 
Berlin to overlook the fact that the Cher- 
bourg division of the French Navy can be 
sent out fully prepared for active service in 
twenty-four hours, and ina little more than 
twenty-four hours later might make a de- 
scent upon Wilhelmshaven. 

The German fleet could not be ready to go 
to sea at such short notice, as the vessels 
have only a at athird of their full com ple - 
ment of sail. s and not much more than half 
the number @f machinists required to put 
them on a war footing. It has therefore been 
deemed necessary that the figures hitherto 
regarded as sufficient in me of peace, if 
Germany would not remain behind France in 
the matter of deficiency, must be raised to 
half the full war complement tn the case of 
seamen and two-thirds in the case of machin- 
ists. 

With regard to the ships, the provision ö 
made in the estimates for 1889-9) was four 
nonclad Une-ot-battle-ships, nine armored 
cruisers, seven corvettes, four crulsers, two 
despatch boats and two torpedo division 
boats, in all twenty-eight new vessels, des- 
tined to replace others which had become 
obsolete. Of these there will be completed 
in the course of the coming year one Iron- 
clad, three armored cruisers, two cruisers, 
one despatch boat and two torpedo boats. 

All these vessels are much more compll- 
cated in their arrangements and armament 
than those théy replaced, and it is witha 
view to their proper equipment as soon as 
they are completed that this enormous in- 
crease in the manning ofthe navy is bein 
provided for. ‘The immediate increase, 
which will take cffect on April 1, 1892, will be 
about 1,000, including officers.

He proved his character toy 
be harmless, and the quartermaster decided 
that he should be punished only by being put 
off the train as far as possible from any 
human habitation. Accordingly the tram 
stopped at a place where the track divides in 
the middle of a dense forest, and the unfor- 
tunate reporter was put off the cars.
